IO.—Twen­ 
ty-three bodies have been recovered 
from the debris which was carried 
down by the f lood from I he up-coun­ 
try district yesterday. 
The loss of 
lif«* is believed to be heavy. 
Persons 
driven from their homes to the moun­ 
tains are returning to find whole vil­ 
lages carried away. 
Two companies of the Second VV'est 
Virginia infantry left Camp Kanawha 
by 
trolley 
this 
morning and were 
taken to Cabin Creek junction, with 
orders to penetrate the valley and ex­ 
tend relief. 
Soon after l l o'clock the soldiers 
reached Ronda, 
where headquarters 
were established 
and 
from 
which 
point relief work will be carried on. 
At that hour the number of dead re­ 
mained at IOO, but those responsible 
for the statem ent adm itted it was an 
estimate. 


News Sent Out Last Night. 
Charleston, 
VV. 
Va., 
Aug. IO. 
A 
cloudburst swept the Cabin Creek and 
Coal river valleys last night, spread­ 
ing devastation throughout 
the 
dis 
trict. 
Advices were meager, owing to in 
terrupted wire and rail communica 
lion, but various reports estimated the 
loss of life at from eleven to 150 per­ 
sons. 
The 
property 
damage 
was 
placed at not less than one million 
dollars. 
Two companies of the Twenty-sec- 
ond regiment, First Virginia National 
Guard, encamped at 
Kanawha City, 
near here, were ordered to the flood 
zone with tents and supplies by Gov­ 
ernor Hatfield. 
Relief Trains Sent. 
Relief trains are being made lip here 
and will depart shortly. 
Eleven bodies have so far been re­ 
covered, three at Cabin Creek junc­ 
tion and eight at Dry Branch. .Scores 
of houses have been swept dow n.the 
two streams which, swollen by the 
heavy rains, overflowed their banks, 
carrying everything before them. 
More than thirty houses were count­ 
ed passing one point in Cabin Creek 
yesterday. 
Many of the houses crash­ 
ed into the piers of tin* Chesapeake & 
Ohio railroad bridge, which had been 
earlier washed out, and were demol­ 
ished.

creek. Everything to that j>oin was in 
ruins and the situation was growing 
worse. 
The town of Acme was the scene 
of the worst destruction and loss of 
life Other towns known to have been 
practically destroyed on 
this creek 
were Rondy. Miami. Sharon, Dawes, 
Ka\ ford and Eskdale.

Several have asked what 


about putting immature corn in the 


silo . If it were a question of the corn 


burning up or putting it in the silo, I 


would put it in as soon as it tassels. 


It does not make good silage at this 
stage, as it gets too sour. 
However, 
it will make feed and as poor as it is, 
it is better than nothing. 
By means of the silo there wdll be 
more than enough of feed in the coun­ 
try to winter all the cattle, horses and 
mules that we have. 
It will pay to 
take this stuff through the winter in 
any possibleway, rather than sacrifice 
them now\ 
As a rule all kinds of 
stock are high following a drouth. 
Silage and oats, or even w heat straw 
with about a pound of cottonseed meal 
per head a day will take stock cattle 
through 
the 
winter. 
Everyone will 
have something out of which to make 
silage. 
In fact, silage is about all the 
present crop will make. 
It will be so 
light and dry up so badly that it will 
not make good fodder. 
The Kind of Silo. 
Many men will say it does no good 
to talk to me about silage. 
I have no 
silo and am not in a position to get 
one. 
lf we will remember that a fifty 
ton silo can be built at a cost of from 
$20 to $40, I think we will see that the 
silo is in reach of every farmer. 
A silo 12x24 will hold about, fifty 
tons. To make this, it will take about 
800 feet of flooring if a pit four feet 
is used. 
This will cost from $20 to 
$50, depending on the quality of lum­ 
ber used. 
I have seen the very cheap­ 
est quality used, but I think the bet- 


ber is used, breaking joints and put­ 
ting a cheap grade 
of 
composition 
roofing between. 
Salt barrel staves 
are used for temporary batting. These 
give the sections the proper curve for 
a twelve-foot silo. 
This type of silo 
is not as cheap as the flooring plank 
type if the lumber is bought at the 
yard, but if native lumber is on the 
farm and can be sawed, the cost will 
be around $20 for a fifty-ton silo. 
If anyone is interested in either type 
of silo mentioned above, I will be glad 
to furnish detailed 
information 
for 
building. 
I will even assist in build­ 
ing the first one in a neighborhood, 
as far as time will permit.

fruit, if you know how', according to 
Miss Addio D. Root, of the Missouri 
college of agriculture. All that is nec­ 
essary is to add enough tartaric or 
citric acid to the juice to make it 
taste about as sour as good sour ap­ 
ples. 
This 
usually means about a 
level teaspoonful to a quart of juice. 
It destroys the 
delicate 
flavor 
of 
peach and pear juice somewhat, but 
improves the flavor 
of 
sweet apple 
and quince juice. 
Blackberries, blueberries, 
raspber­ 
ries, partially ripe grapes, "’crab ap­ 
ples, sour apples and plums usually 
make good jelly because they have 
enough acid already and also contain 
a substance called pectin which must 
be present and must be brought out 
with the juice by heating if jelly is 
to be made. That is why jelly mak­ 
ers do not simply press out the juice 
from cold fruit. All apples and simi­ 
lar fruits have 
enough 
pectin 
for 
jelly making purposes. 
In 
making 
apple jelly, cover the 
fruit with water before cooking and 
boil twenty or thirty minutes. 
After 
boiling has continued ten or fifteen 
minutes, add about three-quarters of 
a cup of sugar for every cup of juice. 
The sugar that w ill be required should 
have been measured into a pan and 
warmed in the oven for a while before 
it is added. 
It should be carefully 
stirred in to prevent burning. 
As soon as the glasses 
are 
filled 
with the hot jelly they should be set 
in a cool place 
while jelling takes 
place. They should be sealed from the 
air, but if the jelly has been slightly 
overcooked it may be covered with 
panes of glass and allow'ed to harden 
in the sun. 
When it is well set pour 
hot paraffin over the top and put 
clean tin covers on the glasses. Store 
them away in a dry, cool place where 
the jelly cannot mold.

The patent m edicines m an­ 
ufactured in this country are valued 
at more 
than 
$111,000,000 annually, 
and we 
import 
alm ost 
$500,000,000 
worth of drugs and m edicines a year. 
It is im possible that this much m edi­ 
cine is needed in the country. 
The 
large am ount of it taken without the 
advice of a 
physician, 
and 
without 
any clear diagnosis having been made 
as to illness. It stands to reason that 
any drug that 
is 
strong enough to 
produce marked effects of a curative 
nature m ust produce bad effects on 
the body when taken in large doses 
or over a long period of time. 
This dependence on drugs is irra­ 
tional. Drugs are powerful and should 
be taken only on advice of those wha 
have made a study of their uses and 
actions. Under such circum stances a 
much 
sm aller 
quantity 
of 
drugs 
would be taken, 
because 
all 
physi­ 
cians realize that drugs can not cure 
most discases, 
however 
useful they 
may be in alleviating sym ptom s and 
in assistin g nature 
to 
the desired 
end. 
Especially to be avoided are those 
m edicines containing 
alcohol, opium 
ar other habit forming drugs. 
We 
are using less of these than we were 
a few' years ago, 
but 
we 
are still 
using more than we should. 
In som e states every remedy sold 
for the treatm ent of live stock must 
have on its label the name of every 
ictive drug in it. Also the term “live 
dock rem edy” is not allowed to in­ 
clude patent m edicine 
primarily de­ 
ig n e d for human beings, 
but som e­ 
times used for animals. Therefore if 
fhe farmer wishes to give medicine to 
his pigs with safety he must be care­ 
ful to do so with a 
remedy 
put out 
"or pigs and not for his baby, because 
n this case there is no requirement 
'hat the active ingredients be put on 
’.he Libel.

councils of Holland, half of the mem­ 


bers of which retire every three years, 
have just been held, and the results 
are interesting as giving an indication 
of the composition of the next first * 
chamber of the Dutch parliament, the 
members of which are nominated by) 
these provincial bodies. 
The parties of the Left made sev­ 
eral gains, but the parties of the Right! 
maintain the upper hand wih an ag­ 
gregate of 312 seats against the 270 J 
held by their opponents, which m e a n s! 
that they are assured of maintaining 
their majority in the first chamber. 
This is the exact reverse of the posi­ 
tion in the second chamber, where 
the general election of 1913 gave the 
parties of the Left the majority upon 
which the present extra-parliamentary 
cabinet of Mr. Cert van der Lindon 
leans for its support. 
The fact that the position of the 
provincial councils are made practical­ 
ly stationary is a disappointing one 
to the government, for the continued 
predominant position of the Righ Iii 
the first chamber is a check on their 
important legislative program for re­ 
vision of the constitution, including 
universal manhood suffrage, the ques­ 
tion of woman suffrage, compromise 
on I he educational question and old 
age pensions. 
One marked feature of 
the 
pro­ 
vincial elections has been the progress 
of the socialist party, which won 
twenty-three seats from the liberals 
af the Left and four from the parties 
of the Right. 
The socialists already 
hold the balance in the second cham­ 
ber of parliament with fifteen seats 
nit of IOO, and further substantial 
orogress at next year’s general clee- 
ion would make them a very strong 
political force.

Come Into Bearing Somewhat Earlier 
Than on Standard Stocks, Says 
New York Station. 


Apple trees propagated on dwarf 
stocks come into bearing somewhat 
earlier than on standard stocks. This 
Is tho experience of a ten years’ study 
by the New York station. 
The French 
paradise stock is somewhat subject 
to winter killing. 
In fact, the injury 
and loss from this cause was so heavy 
that 
conclusions 
from 
the 
experi­ 
ments cannot be drawn at this time. 
There is considerable confusion in 
the trade between the doucin and the 
French paradise stocks. 
The para­ 
dise stocks grown by English nursery­ 
men are similar to the doucin stocks 
grown across the channel. 
The growth of the dwarf tree is 
largely 
individual. 
Many 
varieties 
throw out roots from the cions, if the 
union between the stock and the cion 
is 
set 
below 
the 
surface 
of 
the 
ground. 
This m a k es it necessary to 
remove tho cion roots, otherwise one 
will g et standard or semi dwarf trees. 
Then 
the 
suckering 
habit o f 
the 
dwarf stocks roust be contendent with. 
A further disadvantage is the rela­ 
tive shallow rooting system of the 
dwarf stock so that the trees are like­ 
ly to be blown over in exposed situa­ 
tions or where high winds prevail. Al 
though theso dwarf trees came into 
commercial bearing somewhat earlier 
than standards the tests have not yet 
shown that they are more profitable. 
T he station authorities believe that 
the dwarf trees are likely to be more 
valuable to amateur than to commor 
elal growers. 


WOODEN NESTS FOR PIGEONS 


M ay Be Secured to 
Board Slightly 
Larger Than Pan or Set Directly 
In the Nest Box. 


Borne pigeon breeders use nest pans 
made of wood, wrood tiber or earthen­ 
ware from 3 to 4 inches deep, and 8 
to IO inches in diameter, which may 
be secured to a board slightly larger 
than the nest pan or set directly in 
the nest box, if it is of heavy mate 
rial. 
Some breeders claim that earthen­ 
ware nests are too cold In winter.

The Leghorn may be said to bp the 
uiim I lest of the practical and popular 
breeds of domesticated chickens in 
America. 
They originated 
in 
Ita ly 
but h a v e boon bred in this country 
for many years. 
U f this breed there are nine recog- 
lized varieties, several of which xvere 
•rented In this country. 
They com­ 
prise a group of useful fowls, char­ 
acterized as being rather small in 
dze and 
graceful 
in 
conformation. 
says Wisconsin Agriculturist. 
They 
• re hardy ami prolific xvith alert style 
and carriage. 
The modern Leghorn 
is rather long iii hack and body and 
xvell upon legs. 
The concave sweep 
of hack to tail without any decided 
angle at juncture of tail is a charac­ 
teristic peculiar to the breed. 
The 
tail should be xvell spread and car­ 
ried at an angle of 40 to 45 degrees 
above the horizontal. The neck should 
be rather long, gracefully arched, and 
rather slender, especially in the fe­ 
male. 
The comb should be rather 
small in size, the female’s dropping 
slightly to one side. 
The eye should 
he reddish hay in color, the shanks 
and the skin yellow. 
The Leghorns are very popular with 
the operators of egg farm s on ac­ 
count of their white shelled egg and 
a lso because they are nonsitters. The 
xvhite egg is very desirable for sup­ 
plying a fancy egg trade, but on the 
common market, no extra price is 
paid for them. 
The cockerels grow rapidly to broil­ 
er age but are a nuisance if kept on 
the farm to maturity, and on many 
farms it is preferred to do the hatch­ 
ing with hens rather than w ith the 
incubator. 
In such cases the larger 
breeds should be selected. 
However, 
the Leghorn rightly bred, is a great 
egg producer and an active forager 
and if one prefers them to other? 


there is no reason why they should 
not take them up. 
The various \*arieties are designat­ 
ed by their difference in shape of 
comb or color of plumage, the same 
shape description applying to all. 
It 
is generally recognized, however, that 
the S. C. W hites are a little in ad­ 
vance of the others in shape.

DRINKING WATER FOR FOWLS 


In san itary 
Condition 
Rem edied 
by 
Use of Old Cheese Box— Good 
/Arrangem ent for Chicks. 


When you go out to supply your 
fowls with fresh drinking water, is the 
vessel full of dirt or litter? 
This in­ 
sanitary condition used to bother us 
a lot, even though we used poultry 
drinking fountains, says a writer in an 
exchange. 
A good remedy follows: 
Procure an 
old cheese box and split off the bottom 
half of it around the sides, then put 
the fowls’ drinking vessel on top of 
this. 
It will not take long for you to 
note a difference in regard to cleanli­ 
ness. 
For small chicks another plan has 
proved excellent. 
Fill a basin level 
full of pebbles slightly smaller than 
hen’s eggs; then sink the basin in the 
ground, leaving the rim an inch above 
the surface, and fill with water. 
The 
chicks run all over this, yet they can­ 
not push one another into the water 
and drown, and scarcely being able to 
get their feathers wet. 
They drink 
betw*een the pebbles. 
The pans are 
easily cleaned, and the pebbles help 
keep the water cool for several hours 
in the summer ami warm in the*winter.
